Crowds Cheer the Man Who
Won the Championship

from Corbett.

AT THE HOTEL BARTHOLDI.

He Has Reconsidered HisDeterminationNot to Enter
the Ring Again.

TELLS THE STORY OF THE FIGHT.

The champion hypnotist of the world,

whose soporific knuckles have lulled to
dumber so many ambitious students of the
flstfc art, arrived in New York yesterday
afternoon.
Had Mr. Fitzsimmons been a Roman

warrior returning from a victorious campaignor a modern dignitary of state addressinghis fellow citizens on questions of
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momentous economic importance, bis receptioncould not have been more impressivelyenthusiastic. The freckle-fisted Cornishmansat in a carriage, smilingly bowing
and raising his silk hat in response to the
shouts of the crowds that surged about his
vehicle. A brass band belched patriotic
airs, banners waved in the breeze, and
people climbed on each other In order to
get a look at the champion.
Those to the manner born-yelled, "Hooray

lor Fitzey, old boy." Franco-Americans
shrieked "Vive ITeetz," and those of other
nationalities employed various other forms
of salutation. The space about the depot
foot of Liberty street was so crowded that
the chanfplon and his party could barely
get through the throng. Everybody "rubbernecked,"and all within a stone's throw
of the procession set up a howl.

The rooms of the champion were handsomelydraped with banners and decorated

with flowers. The tall boxer, with his
manager, Martin Julian, was soon the
centre of an enthusiastic crowd of friends,
who shook hands with and congratulated
the champion. Fit/, held a levee for fully
two hours, during which he went all over
the Carson conflict and illustrated his
points by swinging his ponderous fists in
a reckless and Inspiring manner. A thin,
dyspeptic man asked a question of the
hnicr. *

"Why, it was this way," said Fltz, as
he pinned the thin man against the wall.
"I swung on his neck" (suiting the action
to the word, and using the thin man as a
target), "then 'I put the left straight Into
fcU atomacb, and aa he came forward I

Jolted him on the jaw with the same
hand."
The thin man got a thump with each illustration.which Fitz regarded as a mere

tap, but the subject found it convenient to
forget to ask for any more diagrams.

Fitz Will Fight Again.
Having furnished the conversational part

of the affair, Fitz seized his big Dane by
the collar and fled downstairs, where he
was soon engaged with bis friend Roblee
in liis favorite game or ro-Dau poo-i.
There was not a mark on the champion's

face, and he said the only injury he sufferedwas a split lip, and that that resulted
from Corbett pushing the heel of his glove
against the Cornishman's face whenever
they came to a clinch.
Fitzsimmons has reconsidered his retirementfrom the ring, and announces that he

will, meet any good man who challenges
within a reasonable time. In the case of
James J. Corbett, however, he must defeat
Maher, Sharkey or Goddard before the
champion will pay any atention to the Californium

What Martin Julian Says.
TVhen Manager Julian's attention was

called to the insinuation that the fighters
agreed to remain in the ring at least six
rounds for the benefit of the kinetos<y)pe,
he said:
"There is not a word of truth in it. Fitz

would have settled Corbett in the first
round if possible, and only the fact that
Corbet* kept out of the way prevented a
knockout earlier in the game. Let me tell
you what Corbett said to Fitz in Baldwin's
Hotel, San Francisco, after the battle:
'You are the only man on earth,' said he,
'who could keep Jim Corbett down for ten
seconds. I think you are the greatest man
that ever put on a boxing glove.'
"Another thing I wish to speak of Is

this: William Muldoon is too conscientious
a man to be injured by Brady's charges of
unfair timing. All this talk is for the expresspurpose of belittling Fitzsimmons's
victory and keeping Corbett before the
public. I do not think the plan will succeed.Fitzsimmons has fought his way to
the top of the ladder by hard work, and
the public will not be deceived."
Friday night at the Hotel Bartholdi Fitzsimmonswill be tendered a banquet by a

number of his friends.
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THIRD AVENUE'S BID.

That Cable Road Wiil Pay the City
$4,000,000/-for the Sixth and

Eighth Avenue,

Four milljon dollars is offered the city by
the Third Avenue Railroad Company for.
the franchises of the Eighth and Sixth ave-
nue railroads. This statement, coming
from the office of Edward Lauterbach,
through the medium of Alderman Parker,
was made in the City Hall yesterday.

It is the result of the rivalry which has
arisen between the Metropolitan and Street
Railway and Third Avenue companies for
increased transit franchises. When, many
years ago. the city gave the charters for
the Sixth and Eighth avenue companies, it
reserved the right to purchase them at
cost, plus ten per cent. The Metropolitan
Company insists that the Legislature of
1874 took this privilege from the city, a

point which is now before the Supreme
Court for decision.
The first offer of tihe Third Avenue Companywas to pay the city $1,000,000 over

and above what it might cost to acquire the
two roads, and thereafter pay 5 per cent a

year on the gross receipts.
The matter was discussed in the Board

of Aldermen yesterday. Alderman Hall
offered a resolution requesting the CorporationCounsel to give an opinion whether the
Sixth and Eighth avenue railroads should
be require 1 to pay the city for the privilege
of changing their motive power to electricitv.Alflprmnn Oaklev asked to have
the reso ution held over for a week, as, he
said, a bili had been sent to the Legislatureai thorizing the city to issue bonds
and take the road itself. This was agreed
to, but it brought up the question in anotherform.
At the request of the Knights of Labor

President Jeroloman offered a resolution,
which was adopted, asking the Comptroller
to fu nish the Aldermen with this information:"

Fir-,t.The amounts paid the city by the Third
Avec ie Railroad Company and the Metropolitan
Stree' Railway Company in 1896 as percentage
on their receipts, fixed rentals and car license
fees.

Se< ond.What the companies paid in 1896 for
pers inal and real estate taxes.

SCHEME TO CUT A PARK.

Huckleberry Road's Bill Would
Take a Slice from St.

Nicholas.

A peculiar "Huckleberry" Railroad
scheme was uncovered yesterday by a delegationof property owners before the
Mayor. Under the pretence' of extending
West One Hundred and Thirty-flfth street,

the company has a bill in the Legislature
which authorizes it to cut through St. NicholasPark for the' purpose of constructing a

trolley line.
Colonel Kitchen, of Fort Washington;

Charles T. Barney, Curtis B. Pierce, James
A. Deering, Jacob D. Butler, Solomon
Moser, with their cunsel, John C. Shaw,
told the Mayor that he had been grossly
misinformed by a body of men who called
upon him last Saturday and told him 99
per cent of the property owners adjacent to
the new extension wanted the road.
Colonel Kitchen declared it was a deliberatescheme on the part of the "Huckle-

berryV road to compel the city to pay about
$3,000,000 so that It might have a nice, easy
grade on which to lay Its tracks and cross a

part of a new city park, which it would destroy.
"They hare not 1 per cent in favor of this

scheme." said Colonel Kitchen. "Mr. Barney,Mr. Butler and the rest of us now beforeyou own seven-eighths of all the propertyaffected."
"It was openly stated in Albany while

our committee was up there opposing the
grab that the members of the Legislature
who repr&sent the district the road is
to run through were elected with the assistanceof the railroad company's money
on the express condition that this bill
should be put through. Anyway. Mr.
Mayor, it is nearly through, having now

only to pass the Senate. It ought to be
killed."
"I may as well say," admitted Mayor

Strong, "that when the road's delegation
told me they had 99 per cent of owners

in their favor I did not credit it, and
after wnat you nave saia i am convmcea

the statement was not true. I therefore
leave It to you gentlemen to prove your
ownership; If you do, the bill will never

be approved by me."
The bill was introduced by AssemblymanGilleland. It contains this paragraph:
"Nothing in the laws for the laying out

and establishing of St. Nicholas Park shall
prevent the immediate acquisition and use

of land within the proposed limits of said
park requisite for the extension of said
street."

Bicyclist Who Killed the Boy
Evers Held in $5,000

Bail,

AGHAST AT THE CHARGE.

His Young Wife, Who Was in
Court When the Prisoner Appeared,Became Hysterical.
Theb ody of James Evers, the sixteen-

year-old son or 1 nomas juvers, a rvew jloik

jeweler, residing at No. 682 Washington
avenue, Brooklyn, lies in the Morgue of
St. Mary's Hospital. He was killed by

HIS WAY TO HO"
James M. Stroud, a telegraph operator,
who is married and has two children and
lives at No. 212 Prospect place, Brooklyn,
while Stroud was riding his bicycle on St.
Mark's avenue, Mmday night.
Stroud was arraigned before Justice

Steers, in the Flatbush Police Court, yes
terdav. Detective Ra}eigh told the court
that Evers, with several companions, was

playing in the street when the bicycle
rider ran into him.
The wheel struck Eyers in the stomach.

In falling he received a fractured skull.
Stroud was also knocked unconscious. The
wheel was almost ruined. The wire was

twisted into an unrecognizable mass of
wire and rubber by the force of the collision.Evers diet without regaining consciousness.
When arrignet before Justice Steers'

Stroud was dazet. He could not realize
that he had caused the death of a human
being. His face e'anched and he trembled
in voice and framt. The charge of homicidewas read to lim.

"I know nothing about it," said Stroud.
"I had a light on my Wheel and also rung
my bell wheneve I saw anybody in front
of me, but I renember nothing except that
I suddenly ran into something

'

and fell
and the next I <netv was a surgeon standingover me tiying to bring me to con

sciousness."
"I am well ffitlsfied," remarked Justice

Steers, "that joi did not Intend to kill
this boy before I hear this complaint. Consideringthe clrcunstances, I would be willingto parole yoi if I had the power, I
deeply sympathize with you; that is more

than I can say fix the general run of people
who are before he in my official capacity."
After consultrion with the District-Attorney,Justice Steers fixed bail in $3,000,

which was funished by ex-Supervisor
Henry Hesterbffg, of Flatbusli. When
Stroud was broight from his cell to sign
his bond his wie, a pretty young woman,
was in court. She became hysterical at
the thought tha her husband was charged
with homicide. She requested the address
of the parents of the boy, and declared
that she would with her husband, do all
in her power to alleviate their suffering for
the loss of the): child.
The examinaton was set for April 21.

MUST REPORT SICKNESS.
The Board of Health Informs Physicians

That Cass of Consumption Will
Have t> Be Kept Track Of.

The Health Department has prepared a

circular letta- to physicians which will be
sent to all ot the doctors of the city this
week, caling their attention to the SanitaryCode repairing that cases of consumptionbe reported.
This actlor was decided on because physicianshave not generally complied with

the requirenent. It is regarded as the
nrst step nwara compelling compliance
with the Health Department's regulation.
The circuhr states that the communicabllltyof pumonary tuberculosis has been

so thorougHy established that the Board
of Health las declared it to be an infectiousdisease. Attention is called to the
following provision in the Sanitary Code:

It shall be the duty of eyery physician in this
city to repor to the Sanitary Bureau in writing
the name. a;e, sex, occupation, and address of
every person taring such disease, who has been
attended by or who has come under the observationof iuch physician for the first time,
within one wtek of such time.
Physicians are assured that the Health

Board inspectors will not visit patients in
private homes and that no. sanitary surveillancevill be undertaken unless the
patient resides in a tenement house, boardinghouse oi hotel.

DAMAGE SUIT PROBABLE.

Whiteman May Use the Document
s

in Proceeding Against
the Pinkerton Detectives.

Joseph Adams, who Is now in the Tombs
awaiting transportation to Sing Sing to
serve three years for forgery, has made a

confession, in which he states that he and
not Alonzo J. Whiteman swindled the Co-

lumbia Bank of $580 on February 23 last.
Whlteman was arrested for the crime,

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an alibi. Ten witnesses swore he was in
Dansville on the day in question.
Adams, on the day that Whiteman's trial

was concluded, pleaded guilty to forgery.
He Is a three-time ex-convict, and bears
some resemblance to Whiteman, but scarcelyenough to be mistaken for him.
His confession was made yesterday, and

will probably be the basis of a suit for
damages by Whiteman against the PinkertonDetective Agency and the Columbia
Bank officials.
The circumstances surrounding Adams's

confession are as follows: On the day he
was sentenced a number of newspaper men,
believing that the fact that he had been
arrested for forging checks on the same
bank as Whiteman, the City National Bank
of Brooklyn, might be of value to the
Whiteman defence, although the jury was
then out, notified one of his attorneys,
Norman J. Marsh.
Mr. Marsh, in company with the reporters,visited the Tombs and interviewed

Adams. At that interview, although it was
shown to Adams that he could not be
further injured, as he had received his sentence,Adams said that if he was guilty
he would willingly say so to help Whiteman,but that he was not. He said further
that when he learned that the Columbia
Bank had been victimized he said to his
wife: "The fellow that did that will be
blamed for my work if he Is caught, and
if I am caught they will lay that on me."
While the innocence of Whiteman has

been attested by a jury, not much credence
is given Adams's statement by the persons
connected with Whiteman's prosecution,
who also saw Adams, and are just as positivethat he is not the man who victimized
the Columbia Bank.

MODUS VIVENDI FUTILE.

It Is Altogether Too Late Now
to Stop or Seize the

Pelagic Sealers.

Washington, April 13..The inside story
of the appointment of. ex-Secretary of
State John W. Foster and ex-Assistant
Secretary of the Treasury Charles S. Hamlinas commissioners to investigate the
slaughter of Alaska seals is discreditable
to the influences which brought it about,
and will be a source of future embarrass-
ment to the Administration, it may be
said in the first place that Mr. Hamlin's
appointment is one of eminent respectability,but is designed entirely as a cloak
to a scheme to benefit private interests at
the expense of the Treasury.
The Alaska Commercial Seal Company is

the power which brought about the selectionof Mr. Foster through the agency
of Senator Stephen B. Eikins, a heavy
stockholder therein. Their object in seekinga further investigation of the problems
of seal ine and siaugnter is not so much
to establish a modus Vivendi for the protectionof seal life as to enable the seal
dompany to grab the few remaining seals
and pocket turther millions above the
$i,1S6,UU0 which the company now owes
tne Crovernment.
Tne point was clearly established last

Winter by Representative liingley that
the only way to save the seals from ex-
termination was to pass the Dingley bill
placing in the nanus of tne Secretary of
the Treasury power to kill all tne seals on
tne Prihvlorf islands, sell the skins and
place the proceeds in tne Treasury. With
this power ip Hand, Great Britain would
have come to terms instantly and entered,
into an agreement to stop peiagic sealing
for a suliicieut term to bring about the
restocking of the islands.
The Commercial Company used its in-

lluence and prevented the bill from becominga law. Had it become a law, their

privilege to take -seals would have been
terminated either by their slaughter by the
Government or by the entire cessation of
slaughter on the islands through agree-
ment with Great Britain.
A Modus Vivendi Is Now Impossible.
Having defeated the Dingley bill, the

Commercial Company made preparations to
further improve its opportunities. The only
time to effect a modus vivendi with Great
Britain was last Winter. The attempt to
effect one now for the present season is
ridiculous, since every pelagic sealer is alreadyat sea and can neither be stopped
nor seized. It Is further a notorious fact
that without the Dingley bill as a club
no satisfactory modus vlventti can De establishedwith Great Britain.
Congress is to be asked to appropriate

$25,000 for the expenses of the, investigationwhich Mr. Foster and Mr. Hamlin are
to make. It is a well-known fact that the
seals have been "investigated" nearly to
the point of extermination. No material
new point has been brought out relating
to seal life since 1874, when Professor
Elliot's 'report was published.
There is no possibility of establishing an

essential and unknown fact with this proposedexpenditure than there is of squaring
the circle. Still less is there any probabilityof securing a satisfactory result
through the employment of Mr. Foster.
From the time when he had charge of the
Government's case before the Paris Commissionhe has been, despite his great
shrewdness and diplomatic ability, constantlyon the defensive. At that time he
insisted that the killing of seals 011 the islandswas beyond criticism. The Canadian
experts proved beyond the shadow of a
doubt that it was conducted on wrong principles,especially as the finest seals were
constantly selected for killing, thus tending
to the deterioration of the herd.

Petroff's Forgeries Recalled.
Mr. Foster is further held responsible by

those who were on the inside for the humiliatingblunder of the forgeries of Ivan
Petroff. Petroff, an employe of the Census
Bureau under Robert P. Porter, was detailedto translate a lot of letters from the
Russian-American Company's directors, in
St. Petersburg, to their officials In Sitka,covering a period from 1817 to 1864. The
most important of these letters had alreadybeenprinted in English. Petroff's translationspurported to show that the RussianAmericanCompany had always'claimed theright to prevent pelagic sealing. This pointestablished, the British case would have
been killed.

It was suddenly discovered that the trans.lationscontained interpolated matter not in
the originals. It was further discovered
that the British counsel were aware of thefact and had the mine ready to explodeunder Mr. Foster's feet. In hot haste he
rose before the Paris tribunal, humblyapologized and withdrew the entire correspondence.Petroff mysteriously disappearedand has never been heard from
since.
The story of how the information reached

the British Foreign Office is now publishedfor the first time. A young attache of the
Pnefilnn T.AtraHrv,, in n,o,. noil

Ing upon a young lady, a kinswoman of Mr.
Foster. She told him casually that the State
Department had made an Important find
in the Russian letters. One night after
dinner, he related the precious secret to
an attache of the British Legation, who
promptly reported the matter for Investigationto the home office.
A further blunder on the part of Mr.

Foster was the submission of affidavits in
support of the American contention from
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scores of Irresponsible Indians, seal huntersand beach combers whose counter affidavits,with statements as to the amounts
bf money they hhd received, were promptly
procured and submitted by the counsel for
Great Britain.
Where Foster Blundered Ag-ain.
Were this record not enough to bar Mr.

Foster from ^ny standing in court in so

important a matter, liig latest record is to
be found in connection with the commission,which has been considering the dam-
age claims ot pelagic sealers at V ancouver.
It will be rememberer! that the late SecretaryGresham and Sir Julian Pauncefote
agreed on the sum of $425,000 In settlement
thereof. Representative Hitt opposed an
appropriation of this amount on the
strength of a letter from Mr. Foster to
Secretary Gresham, written from Paris,
August 17, 1893, in which he declared that
the sum total of claims was only $439,171,
of which $357,353 consisted of prospective
earnings sure to be disallowed.
Before the Commission, appointed on the

strength of Mr. Hitt's showing of Mr.
Foster's letter, claims amounting to $857,000
had been filed, and whpn the umpire to be
appointed under the convention shall have
determined the amounts to be paid and
the expenses of the Commission have been
met, the Gresham settlement may be
looked back upon with painful regret." Mr.
Foster's son-in-law, R. W. Lansing, of New
York, is associated with Don M. Dickinson
on this Commission in behalf of the United
States.
The principal scheme which "Mr. Foster

has advanced to protect the female seals
is to brand them, thereby, he holds, renderingthe skins unmarketable. To any one
who has seen the shot, speared, cut, scarred
and otherwise mutilated condition of sealskinsarriving at the London market nnd
who knows how these Injuries are treated,
the proposition is puerile. But anythingwill answer which will prevent a settlement
of the seal question and allow the CommercialCompany to accomplish its purpose.There is apt to be comment, however,
when that $25,000 appropriation is asked
for, and it may be given attached as a
rider to the Dingley bill.
